THE RAILWAY TELEGRAM AN^D 
TEE^ GO VEEN ME NT. 



Friday's debate convinces us that tho 

.-Government must now be satistied tliat 
they acted unwisely in calling the 
House together before there was any- 
thing detinite to lay before it on the 

/Railway quftstipn. VViiy tho House 
was convened on the 29th ult. for the 
"dispatch of business" when there was 
no business to dispatch may ever re- 
main a mystery; but their act in corn- 
ing to the House to ask for authority 
to send a simple telegi-am requesting an 
answer to 1 the secession resolution of 
last session must strike every one as 
weak and peurile. The Government 
should have employed ilieiiisclves dur- 
ing the recess in doing what tliey have 
asked the House at tliis late day to do. 

' There would have been nothing dis- 
re.si)ectful or unconstitutional .in; their 
pressing on the notice of the' Colonial 
Otlico how important it was that there 

, should be an answ«r to lay be- 
fore the House on the lir.-^t day of 
tho session. Neither would they have 
been amenable to censure by the House 
for doing what it was their duty to do. 
We remember that in 1874 the present 
Government did not hesitate to send a 

■ delegate all the way to Loudon to pro- 
test against an infraction of the Rail- 
way covenant by the Canadian Gov- 
ernment. No one then dreamed of 
calling a special session of the House 
to authorize the expenditure of $0,000 

■ -to-defray the expenses of tho delegate, 
to acsist in framing an address, or even 
to pass a vote authorizing the appeal. 
Why, then, should the Government 
hesitate to spend ten or twenty dollars 

..for a telegram to the Colonial Otlice 
without having first obtained legislative 

.fuanotionl . The Government has not 
acted in bad faith j but it has shown a 
timidity and weakness that we scarcely 
conceived possible from a responsible 
Government. It was thr duty of the 

' Government to have put forth all 
reasonable effort to secure a reply to 
tho dispatch, so that when the House 
met they woiild haro been enabled to 
lay something definite before it. But 
dui'ing the recess the Govcriiinent have 
done absolutely notliing, and they 
come to the House in February to ask 
it to authorize a step which the Gov- 

' ernment should have taken on their 
own responsibility in December. 

• THE CHINESE QUESTION 
ABROAD. 

A perusal of our Sydney exchanges 
enables us to get a clearer insight of 
the anti-Chinese movements at the An- 
tipodes Matters have assumed a, very 
menacing shape. The Australian 
Steam Navigation Company, which 
has a large fleet of steamships on the 
coast, several of which have carried the 
Australian mail to California, employed 
Chinamen as firemen, and then engaged 
some of them as seamen to help man 
their ships. This was resented by the 
Colonial crews and engineers, who saw 
themselves being gradually supplanted, 
and the company closed their work- 
shops, shutting out five hundred me- 
chanics who syn pathized with the men 
on strike. Mass meetings have been 
held, and a systematic opposition to 
Chinese labor and iuiinigi-ation has been 
organized. ■ The municipal elections 
are turning upon the question. In all 
the speeches the case of San Francisco 
is cited, and the degradation of free la- 
bor hero, owing to Chinese competi- 
tion, is d .velt upon. The opinion of 
Mr..McIlAE, in bis published narrative 
ttf liis travels in Sari' 'Francisco is 
" quoted. That Colonial writer, while 
somewhat favorable to the Chinese in 
a few respects, says that they have cut 
out the whole of the female population, 
and that he never saw in all his travols 
s'uoh an amount of opeii. selling of fe- 
m^ileii'as he was pained 'to wifne.ss iu 
*?San Francisco. This is tho testimony 
'"of 'observant strangers, and is of so 
shocking a cliaiv.cter, and with so much 
foundation in truth, as to arous(! the 
indignant protest of the population 
against an economic system which ren- 
ders 8uch'.thing.s inevitable. Corpora- 
" tiohs and^ajlital are organized among 
the'^lSStipbdes'^tb coerce labor by means 
of Chinese compctitioii. The condi- 
tions are moi'e favoi'able to the Aus- 
tralians at present, but, with China on- 
ly twenty days distant, there is no 
knowing "how long it will bo till they 
are swamped. Only Queensland ex- 
cludes the Chinese. .,. , 



THE SAVAGES' AT SITKA. 



On another page we publish tho j^a- 
thfitic appeal of American citizens ask- 
ing aid from Her ]Majesty's warships 
now lying at Esquimalt. It contains 
a statement very damaging to tho char- 
acter of their own Government to whom 
they applied for assistance long ago, 
and by whom they are left to tho ten- 
der mercies of the hostilo savages. Tho 
heart of tho British sailor is full of 
pity for persons in distress, and bo is 
always ready to risk his life and liber- 
ty in their cause. If our gallant tars 
at Esquimalt can- go ■without orders 
from a superior officer we shall soon 
bear that our friends at Sitka are safe 
under tlio shelter of tho British gun.s. 
Wo should be thoroughly well pleased 
to hear that one of our ships was now 
anchored in tho port at Sitka. Then 
indeed the captain's duty would be 
plain; ho would not permit a massacre 
to be perpetrated. Wo bavo a heart- 
felt .sympathy for our friends in dan- 
ger at Sitka, and wo shall wait anx- 
iously for further ncw.s. Wo hope 
they may escape a danger that appears 
to be impending. Savages in a rage 
aro terrible foes to half-armed citizens.

Tlueatened Zndian "War — ^amUiea 
' Floel2isr~~?otitio2i to tho Oom> 
mander of B. 1&. Ships at 
Ssaulmalt for Aid. 



The stoamahip Californin, Capt. Thorn, 
loft Sitka Feb. 10th ; arrived at Eaqui- 
malt Fob. 14th, at 11:30 p.m. Much ex- 
citement provailod in Sitka when she loft, 
the Indiftna having threatened tho annilii- 
lation of tho whites. Tho citizens, armod, 
were awaiting thsir attack. Tho two In- 
dians who murdered James Brown con- 
fossfid thoir guilt, woro surronderod to tho 
Collector, and aro now on board tho Cali- 
fornia en route to Portland to bo turned 
over to tho U. S. District Attorney to 
await the action of tho authorities at 
Washington. Tliroo families camo down 
on tho steamer, fleeing from danger. 
Storekeepers aro preparing to emigrate 
by tho next steamer. Father Metropol- 
aky and his congregation, in conjunction 
with tlio American citizens of Sitkii, liavo 
petitioned Hor Majesty's men-of-war now 
lyin^ at Esquimalt, to come to thoir im- 
mediate aid, fearful that they cannot allay 
the disturbances boforo tlio U. S. Govorn- 
ment can send assistance. 

It is rumored that Cutting & Co, 'a can- 
nery, about four miles distant from Sitka, 
is sacked and burned. No reliance ia 
placed in tho rumor, bccauso tho company 
have Indians in their employ who seem 
to bo quite peaceably inclined. Tho Col- 
lector of Abiska has telegraphed to Secre- 
tary Shonuan for aid. Tlic Iiidiniis 
threaten to kill two wliito men in retalia- 
tion for tho two prisoners. 

Tho night before the atea;ner arrived an 
alarm was given through some nervous 
person, creating the greatest consternation. 
The people barrod tlieir doors and stood 
ready for action. Tho Priest's houao was 
crowded with terror stricken women and 
children, and they could not bo induced 
to return to their houses till daylight. 
The steamer's arrival created more confi- 
dence, but fear began to gain ground at 
hor departure. The whites aro well 
organized, and in case they cannot con- 
ciliftto they will make a desperate fight if 
they aro driven to tlio wall, and are de- 
termined. James Brown was murdered in 
his cabin while asleep. He was hacked 
to pieces with an a^co, nnd his remains 
thrown into the ocean from a canoe. 
Plunder wna the incentive and much of 
his little property was found in the 
possoasion of tho murderers. AH quiet 
at Wrangel. Business very dull. Weather 
clear and cold.

To the Cmnmander of U. M. S. 

Sir: — We, tho citizens of Sitka, Alriakn, 
are now threatened with niassacro by In- 
dians of this placo. Wo have mnde appli- 
cation to our Government for protection 
and aid, and thus far it has taken no no- 
tice of supplication. We have now again to 
beg protection, ■which wo hope will be ex- 
tended, but tho intricate forma of law 
through which our petition must dr.ig its 
way will create a delay, which may result 
in our entire demolition before tho arri- 
val of necessary succor. Wheroforo, wo 
beg and pray that you will at once send 
or come to our assistance. Wo beg that 
you will lay aside all forms of etiquette 
between Governments, that you will take 
the side of an oppressed and threatened 
people — that you will let sympathy and 
charity dictate your decision, for before 
tho required aid from our Governmont 
can bo had, we may be past :\5si3tnnce. 
Our unprotected position is well known. 
Our appeal to you is from man to man. 
Wo ask lielp from you in tlie cause of hu- 
manity. Poverty ])rcvoiits tho greater 
number of ua from (leoing, our homes and 
little possessions, and greater far, the 
lives of our wives and children and our- 
selves are in jeopardy. Her Majesty's 
Government has boon over known for its 
promptness in assisting the oppressed of 
any nation, and we hope our appeal may 
not bo ^iii vain. Signed. 

^ Latest from tho Oasslar Ilines. 

The news from Cassiar is not of great 
iroportanco, no now strikes having takon 
place and the old claims doing but little. 
On tho first north fork of JIcDamo creek 
tho Philips and Campbell companies are 
taking out good pay from their tunnel. 
Up to tho time Mr. R. Sylvester left on 
the 27th January; the weather had been 
fine, tho coldest being 30° below zero and 
the snow only 2i feet deep. Tho Poca- 
hontas Co. are running their tunnel in 
deeper and expect to strike good pay soon. 
Tho White Grouse Co. have run tlioir 
tunnel in 1300 feet, thus making it the 
longest in , Cassiar. Tho Empire Co. have 
stopped work waiting for the White 
Grouse to go on. Doaso Creek is very 
quiet and no money coming out. On Thi- 
bort creek tho Hudson Bay claim, better 
known as the White claim, liavo shut 
down till the spring. A great deal of 
prospecting is going on in all parts of the 
country. There aro about l&Q men win- 
tering in tho mines, all of whom are well 
and in excellent spirits. Provisions aro 
plentiful. Tho cattle on Stickeen river 
aro doing well and the citizens aro o.xpoct- 
ing and early spring. Mr. Sylvester re- 
ports passing Mr. Irvine with tho mails 
at Glenora.on the 3d Fob., twenty days 
from WriingeU , jOn fifteen of the twenty 
days MS encountered severe storms and 
was obliged to lie over three days. Ho 
also met a party of five going into tlio 
mines. The river is in first rate condi- 
tion for travelling.

Ottawa, Feb. 16, 
Parliament was opened with the usual 
ceremonies in the midst of tho moat 
brilliant assemblage over convened in 
Canada. Tho Princess Louiso occupied n 
prominent placo ;imong tho spectators. 

His Excellency read tho Speech in a 
clear and firm voice. Tlio Speech con- 
gratulates Canada on its auccesB at the 
Paris Exposition, and upon the issue of 
tho fishery award. The wisdom of the 
policy of the Conservative loader in 1871 
ii stated to be proven by tho events of 
1878. Legislation ia promised on cattle 
importation. Direct trade with Franco 
and Spain is to bo opened and fostered. 
Confederation cannot bo coiisummalcd 
without the moans of rapid transit be- 
tween Canada and British Colum- 
bia, and a aettlemont on a reason- 
able basis will bo arrived at. 
as rapidly as tho changed nature of tho 
finances of tho country will permit. Ile- 
fercnco is made to the commercial nnd in- 
dustrial depression and a hope is oxpruss- 
od that a readjustment of the tariiF will 
increase tho revenue and assist in devolop- 
iae national industries. Changes in the 
Ministry are foreshadowed, and estimates 
will bo framed with a duo regard to econ- 
omy and retrenchment. Senator Corn- 
wall will move tho address in reply in tho 
Senate. 

Encouraging railway news is anticipat- 
ed for British Columbia shortly.

Sudden Soath of Anotlior Flonoor. 



Andrew Astrico, proprietor of tho Tol- 
egraph Hotel, and a pionoor of 'C8, fell 
down dead between and 10 o'clock yes- 
terday. The deceased lias of late enj(jyed 
excellent health tliough he lias boon uuicli 
depressed in spirits said to bo on account 
of tho quarantine affair. Tho deceased 
was a native of Lombardy, Italy, and was 
55 years of age. 

An inquest was held before tho Hon. 
A. F. Pomberton during tho afternoon, 
when tho following evidence was elicited: 
Penelope Anne Astrico, tlie wife of tho 
doccasod, said that shortly bofo o 10 a.m. 
her husband camo into tho bed-room to 
change his clothes, slio at tho time being 
engaged in cleaning tho grate. While he 
was dressing sho made some remark 
about something she had seen in the pa- 
per, he returning answer and then sud- 
denly stopping. On looking round to see 
what was tho matter, sho discovered him 
down on ono knuo against tho bod with 
his head slightly thrown back. Ho never 
moved or gave the slightest sign of life 
after. Sho had noticed lio looked 
low spirited at breakfast, but ho had 
said nothing was tho matter, though 
sho had heard that ho told Mr. 
Lee that ho felt (jucer about 
the eyes. Tho night before ho was in 
excellent spirits and played with tho little 
boy before he went to bed at 8 p.m. She 
liad never heard him complain of heart 
disease, but know that he had been inucii 
worried by tho quarantine transaction. 
He was born on tho 27th August, 1823. 

Di: Helmcken testified to being called 
to attend tho deceased and that ho found 
him dead. He had attended Mr. Astrico 
whenever he was ill and believed him to 
have suffered from heart disease and he 
believed ho died from that — in fact, lie 
died from natural causes. 

Dr. Davie said he had been asked to 
accompany Dr. Helmcken to aeo tho de- 
ceased, and was of opinion that heart 
discaso would cause a similar death to Mr. 
Astrico's. 

Conitantino Astrico, brother of tlic de- 
ceased, testified to his brother having 
been depressed in spirits since tho quar- 
antine arrangement. Ho was born in 
Lombardy, Italy. Had not the alightoat 
reason to suppose that his brother took 
any poison. 

The jury, Messrs. J. G. Taylor (fore- 
man), G. Boasi, N. Shakespeare, S. 
Whitley, J, Rhode and J. Bland, return- 
ed a verdict that tho deceased died from 
natural causes.

J ust bi'fore tho (inal resistance of the 
Cheyeniics, throe of thcin, the last alive, 
juinpod out of a pit iuul faced the 
troops undaunted. One of tlicni had a 
pistol and two had knives, which they 
brandi.shed like warrions, wiiile rush- 
ing at the troops. Ono sprang to jump 
the emliiiiilinient, but, was ,s[)eedily ritl 
(llfd with liall.H, ii:; wcj-e tlio two others. 
When th(; siiioke clcr.i'cil away, the pit 
presented a singuhir and horrible ap- 
liearanco. lludtiled together in jiilea 
were twenty-three bodies of the slain. 
Among the nino still surviving were 
two young Indian girh:, ngod fourteen 
and fifteen. Among those found in tht: 
(leatlily chasm were three unhurt and 
five wounded females, and ciiit! buck 
alightly wounded. The bodies wore 
completely riddled with buUet.s nnd 
looked like horrid phantoms of defaced 
mummies. Tho fighting had lasted 
about half an hour. A few of the half 
starTod bucks, soventcen in all, had 
held four companies in check and kill- 
ed three of llu'ir lunuber, which, added 
to the seven bcfoi'e inortallv wounded 
by thcni, would make more than half 
the force of the enemy. 

Brooklyn, F. Y., Jan. 25. — Tal- 
niage says the most startling event of 
the week is a national remnant of a 
tribe of Indians being swejjt oil" the 
continent into eternity. "As near as I 
can tell, the Indiana have been light- 
ing against the outrageous, infamous, 
w bite m.nn's Indian Bureau.

Wo uotico iho death of Sir James 
Matheson, remarkable as tho second 
largest landed proprieter in the British 
Isles, and as a man who struggled to 
the top against diflScul ties' of *an un- 
usual kind. Though a well-bom man, 
he was compelled by his family circum- 
stances to accept, at a very early age, 
a clerkship in Calcutta; and was dis- 
missed by his employers as "too stupid 
even for trade." At the earnest request, 
of the Baptist missionary, Dr. Marah-' 
man, who was interested in young 
Mntlioson's character, the firm agreed to 
give him a further trial of si.x months, 
in their China branch. Tho incident 
woke up some latent power in Mathe- 
son; ho made in China a splendid for- 
tune, and returned to Scotland pro- 
bably the richest subject in that king- 
dom. Ho purchased tho island at Lewea 
and resided the the greater part of his 
subsequent life, expending, it is said, 
nearly half a million for tho benefit of 
his subjects, who, nevertheless, never 
took to h'im. 

It is a new thing for English photo- 
graphers to make fortunes out of tho 
faces of reigning belles; yet no city 
promoter of swindling coinpaiiiea over 
hit upon a moro lucky vein than the 
photographic proprietor of Mrs. Lang- 
try and Mrs Cornwallis West. These 
two ladies have been taken in every 
costumo and attitude, and hundreds of 
thousands of tlioir photographs have 
been sold, not merely for homo con- 
sumption, but for exportation. If a 
new photograpli appears of a back •view 
of Mrs. Langtry or of Mrs C. West, 
looking with one oyo over a fan, there 
is a rush for it, which can only be ac- 
counted for iiy an idiotic mania on the 
part of the public, arising from tho 
jaded and morbid condition of their 
taste of novelty, which I have describ- 
ed. 

Says tho London World: — The Dub- 
lin banquet to Gen. Grant was necess- 
arily on Friday night; consequently tho 
new Lord IMayor, Sir John Barrington, 
had a dilllculty to contond with, as I 
need hardly say tho heretics present 
were in the minority. However, the 
big knight was equal to the emergency; 
the 77ienu was emphatically marine, and 
from the oysters and turtle to the an- 
chovy toast a delicate consideration was 
shown for both tlio appetites and con- 
sciences of Ilia guests. Tho General's 
peculiarly reticent, reserved manner, 
seems to have greatly impressed his 
Irish friends.

And at another 
scientific institution a garrulous old 
custodian of- certain preciosities is in- 
troduced ; tells of his visit to America 
long ago; how he is "bound to it" by 
bonds and ties and Byrapathics, and 
heaven knows what again. "How long 
since you were in America?" says the 
little heavy man, looking out of his 
keen grey eics." "Fifty years ago. 
Ah yes! and I am sure that in iny 

next vo^-age " "Yes, Sir; you'll 

find tlie country considerably changed. 
Good day," says the General dryly, and 
cuts short tho oration. Ono thing only 
seemed to awaken his interest. In the 
Royal Irish Academy there is preserved 
Wolfe's original manuscript of tha 
"Burial of Sir John Moore," and the 
General stopped short before it and 
reads it deliberately from beginning to 
end. 

Say.-s tho London Standard : — A very 
extraordinary case is down for trial 
next term. It is in its present phase a 

aiinplc action of ejectment, wherein Sir 
Stanhope C. Loskyns Reado, seventh 
baronet of his line, KCcks to recover 
landed estates in Oxon, Berks, and 
Gloucestershire, valued in tho bulk at 
.£200,000, togethor with Shipton Court, 
the ancient residence of his family, and 
a number of heirlooms, such as pic- 
tures, plate, jewellery, itc. The story 
is in every respect a, romance. The last 
baronet. Sir J. C. Reade, was not only 
eccentric but of dissipated habits. He 
was accustomed to drink with his Bor- 
vants, and when in bis cups was ex- 
tremely violent. In the year 1843 ha 
had in his euiploy a butler named Sin- 
den, and a footman, ono Joseph Wake- 
field, a native of Leeds. It was an- 
nouncea ono summer night that the 
butler, a man under forty, was dead, 
and also immediately afterwards he 
was buried, no less than forty nails 
being driven into his coffin. A fort- 
night later it was hinted abroad that 
the poor man had met with foul play, 
and had, in fact, been done to death by 
his inastar, the baronet. Upon this 
the body was exiiumcd, and the coro- 
ner's jury returned an open verdict, 
the chief witness being Joseph Wake- 
field, who deposed that the man fell 
down in a state of inebriety and died 
from the consequences of the fall. 
Shortly after this occurrence the baro- 
net severed himself from all society, 
including his son, who died during his 
lifetime, and his.daughtar, au epileptic 
patient, and until his death in 1868 
lived in absolute seclusion, his only as- 
sociate being tho aforo-nientioned Jos- 
epli Wakefield. After his death hia 
will was proved, wherein he bequeath- 
ed all his possessions to J oseph Wake- 
field, -who has since assumed the name 
of Reade, and has during the past ton 
years received a considerable sum in 
rents, the mansion itself bringing in 
,£500 a year. The present baronet, 
who is tho great-nephew of his prede- 
eessor in the title, has already proved 
his claim to the baronetcy by a suit in 
Chancery, and now seeks to recover tho 
estates which formally appertained to 
his family. Sir 0. Beade is a relative 
a Mr. Reade, the celebrated norelisfc 
and dramatist. ' • 

The Austrian newspapers remark 
upon the extraordinary diminution 
which has taken place in the number 
of marriages concluded in Vienna.

In 1877 there were 
fewer marriages contracted in Vienna 
by 3,537 than in 1870, namely, only 
5,049. The proportion of marriages 
concluded in the year to 1,000 of the 
population now stands at only 7.25 in 
Vienna, whereas in Paris it is 9.07, in 
Munich 9.06, and in Berlin 10.03. The 
unsatisfactory result at Vienna is be- 
lieved to bo attributable to the expou- 
iive way of living which has become 
customary there. .„ 

In Tullamore a fortnight ago an as- 
tounding verdict was returned by a 
jury ompannelled in a trial for stabbing. 
Tho ovidonco for tho prosecution was 
that after an altercation the prisoner 
stabbed tho prosecutor in the head and 
inflicted a wound about two inches 
long, which penetrated to the bone and 
put his life in. danger for some days. A 
suggestion of the prisoner that tho 
wound might have been caused by a 
fall was refuted by tho position and 
nature of tho wound, and irrespective 
of tho direct swearingr of , the injured 
man, -was entirely " unsupported by 
evidence. The lawyer who defended 
him saw tlio caso so clear that he ex- 
amined a witrtess to give tho ]3risonor 
a good character, in order that the ver- 
dict might be accompanied by a recom- 
mendation to morcy. To tho a. tonish- 
mcnt of every person in the court, a 
verdict of "Not guilty" wa.s returned. 
Tho judge said ho considered the iind- 
ing calculated to bring the law into 
utter contempt, and to make trial by 
jury a faroe. lie Ijclieved tluit they 
deliberately disregarded their oaths, 
and through a feeling of sympathy 
with criMC acquitted tho prisoner, know- 
ing him to bo guilty. 

Sir Wilfred Lawson, addressing his 
constituents at Whitehaven, said that 
tho Afghan war was unnecessary, and 
an unnecessary war was a crime. Thi.s 
country had a right to enquire into the 
cause of the war. This country was 
more responsible than any other for 
the war between Russia and Turkey. 
Tho Jingo was first cousin to the illit- 
erate voter, and the illiterate voter was 
the body-guard of the Judge Advocate- 
General, the member for Whitehaven. 
The Jingo body was cheap and nasty. 
The Jingo wa.s a coward in his home 
and foreign policy, lie would fight, 
but would not go himself. Ho broke 
up meetings; he was afraid of argu- 
ments as much as of his neighbor's bul- 
lets. Of tho mission to Cabul he would 
give no opinion, but the Kussians had 
as good a right to send a mission as 
we. lie denied that there was an in- 
sult to this country, as .Sir Stafibrd 
Northcoto had asserted. The Jingoes 
came. up in ecstacy, and said: "Here 
is a little chai^ who has no friends; hit 
it." There was no truer-hearted man 
in tho House of Commons; and he 
thought the depth of measures had 
been reached when they said they 
would make the Indians pay for it. 
Tho Jingoes did not believe so, for 
they changed the National Anthem to 
this: 

Wo don't want to flglit; but, by JinRO, If wo do, 
We'll make tho Indians do tho work, and pay tho 
moDvy too. 

Ho thought they who paid the piper 
should choose the tune, and those who 
call the piper had better pay him. 

Says the Saturday Review: — "It is, 
of course, the specialty of wit to hit off 
a man at a stroke — that part of him 
which is open to the world — looking at 
him with ^tho world's eyes, though with 
more than tho world's keenness. But 
the exercise of this power tends to 
narrowness; to the iiabit of catching 
the general estimate or that of a party. 
Certainly the deeper men sec into one 
another the less likely are they to prac- 
tise themselves in this short method." 

The Duke of Buckingham, in the 
reign of James L, had so many win- 
dows in his dwelling that it was known 
in London as tho Glass House. Num- 
erous Scotchmen came to London with 
the King, who were obnoxious with 
tho Duke, and he organized parties to 
break their windows, and fciie King re- 
marked to tho Duke: "Stcenie, those 
who live ill glass houses should be 
carefu' how they fling stones," and thus 
arose the well-knov.'ii proverb. 

Mr. Labouchcre, in tho current num- 
ber of 2'nith, recalls the curious fact 
that sixty years ago Madeira, now al- 
most unknown to English tables, was 
the usual dinner wine of the best so- 
ciety. The Prince Eegent dining at 
Guildhall with the allird sovereigns 
asked for sherry, and there was noun 
to give him. By immense e.Kortions 
some was procured in half an ..hour 
from a wino merchant. 

The Army and Navy Civil Service 
stores in Victoria street, London, took 
in $70,000 a day during the fortnight 
before Christmas. Among the items 
of sales wero thirteen tons of turkeys 
and poultry, and eight tons of sausages. 

The future Duchess of Connauglit, 
they say, smokes, and not cigarettes 
only, but even cheroots. 

Tho Czar wrote an autograph letter 
to the Queen expressing his sympathy 
and condolence on the occasion of tlie 
death of the Pi'ineess Alice. The 
Czar also expresses a hope that, the 
relations between Engird and Russia 
will soon be replaced" bh' th'eii' former 
cordial footing. 

A revised ritual was introduced in 
the synagogue service of the ancient 
Jewish community of Bonn. AW pray- 
ers relating to the restoration of the 
Jewish State in Palestine, the gather- 
ing together of the Jews and 'theiif re- 
turn to the Holy Land, were expunged 
from the prayer-book. In consequeifce 
of these innovations a number of Jews 
seceded from the congregation and 
formed themselves into a separate 
orthodox congregation.

It was only for a little while, just 
long enough to hear some of the free 
born ice of tlie Eepublic crackle under 
the heel of her royal hotline; but she 
was the daughter of a Queen whose 
grandfather once ruled the destinies of 
the people on both sides of the Niagara 
Eivcr. In this way great wars have 
begun — a linrniless looking little ad- 
vance, a pretty little retreat, but the 
first recoQuoisance has been efiected. 
Wo cannot tell how many hearts Her 
Royal Highness may have captured in 
the brief incursion ; but we hope that 
sho lia.s carried ofi' as prisoners, never 
to bo released, as many pleasant recol- 
lections of tho American Falls as possi- 
ble. The wonders of the ice wreath- 
ings glittering the sun, seen while 
standing beneath the Stars and Stripes, 
aro worth the remembering, but we 
should have preferred being able to 
show something American that was a 
little warmer than that enchanting 
prospect Her Royal Highness must 
not return to Otta'W'a in tho belief that 
wo are only ys""*^ on ice. Perhaps in 
her unobtrusive way the Princess would 
prefer finding out our greatnessthrough 
tho four seasons and the forty-six States 
and Territories -without the aid of forty 
million inde.x fingers to guide her; but 
sho would find that many at herservice 
if they were needed for that patriotic 
object. Under the circumstances wo 
can only assure the Governor-General 
of Canadfi and tlio Princess Louise that 
brief tliougli their visit was, they were 
heartily welconio ; and we hope, now 
that they have literally " broken the 
ice," we may see them again amid 
warmer surroundings before very long. 

Aa Old TImo Opinion of Ens:lish,moii. 

The women in England are general- 
ly more liaiid.sfinio than in other places, 
.sufiicieiitly endowed with natural beau- 
ties without the addition of adulterate 
sophistications. In an absolute wo- 
man, .say the Italians, aro required the 
parts of a Duteli woman, from tho gir- 
dle downwards; of a French woman, 
from tho girdle to the shoulders, over 
which must be placed an English face. 
As their beauties, so. also their prero- 
gatives nro greater than any nation ; 
neither so servilely submissive as the 
French, nor so jealously guarded as the 
Italians ; but keeping so true a decor- 
um that as ICugland is termed the pur- 
gatoric of servants and the hell of 
liorses, so it is acknowledged the para- 
dise of women. And it is a common 
byword among the Italians that if there 
wero a bridge built across the narrow 
seas, all the woinou in Eui'ope would 
run into England. For here they have 
the upper hand in the streets, the up- 
jier place at the table, the thirds of 
their husbands' estates and their equal 
share of all lands, privileges with which 
other women are not acquainted. They 
wore ill high esteem in former times 
among foreign nations for the modestio 
and gravitie of their conversation; but 
of late so much addicted to the light 
garb of tho French that they have lost 
much of their ancient honor and repu- 
tation among knowing and more sober 
men of foreign countries who before 
admired them. — Peter Heylin's- Cosvio- 
yrapJiic, 1G52.
